There were’ 
several persons arrested by the first name ,V JACK", but all 
had last names other than CHANCELLOR. 


In most instances there was no descriptive data 
recorded concerning any of the persons arrested in that 
raid. .

1 suggested to Watson that John Macy, who was present, and I sit down 
ancLreview this file and draw up- an analysis for the President. Watson agreed and 
stated this would be sufficient. He asked that we have this analysis prepared by 5:15 
p.m. that day, 8/11/65. Macy and I retired to Macy’s office and then prepared a brief 
4-paragraph memorandum reflecting that we had thoroughly reviewed Chancellor’s file 
and that while there had been 4 different arrests, of Chancellor there appeared to be 
nothing of a subversive nature in the file and there was no substantial proof of homo- 
sexuality; however, there had been 2 arrests involving possible immorality. Macy 
jstated that in his opinion there was no reason to question Chancellor’s background as a 
jresult of the investigation. 

Watson indicated satisfaction with the above-mentioned analysis and 
placed the Chancellor file on the President’s desk. Watson then reminded me that the 
President desired to know as exped itiously as possib le the results of the inquiry regard- 
. ing the alleged "tip off” made to the^pBI^BBat U. S. Information Agency by 
J FBI personnel. I told Watson this would be handled today, 8/11/65. 

When the Director inquired telephonically as to the reasons for my being 
called to the White House, I furnished him the above facts. He instructed that this 
inquiry be conducted on an expeditious basis and that he should be advised as to the 
results of the inquiry.

I told Watson that the Form, upon receipt at the FBI, would be 
stamped ”No subversive derogatory information. " I told him with respect to the 
criminal type information on Chancellor that this would not be released unless the 
White House gave its permission. Watson stated that this file was being sealed and

up the entire case inasmuch as Marks, the Director, would tell theMHjlHHBh 
that he was not going to meed this file. 

OBSERVATIONS: It is commonplace for the White House to withhold files from ^federal 

agencies, particularly when there are derogatory facts containe d in such files. The 
ad ministration did t his in m any in stances, parti 

, _ pand others. Usually when such files are 

immediately suspicion is aroused by the very fact thatjhe employing agency 
is not allowed to peruse the file. This may have happened in this parti cular instance 
However, the Director, Marks, claims thatQHlIIIIIIIMPspecifically 
told him that FBI contacts had tipped him off that the Chancellor, investigation had been 
completed and that a morals PJ^jtenyvas involved. Consequently, we must interview 
I ^anyone that is in contact with^HB^relative to FBI matters. Supervisors in the 
Liaison Section, Domestic Intelligence Division, as well as Supervisors in the Special 
Inquiry Section, Special Investigative Division, are in contact withflHBl Inter- 
views with the appropriate Agent Supervisors will be conducted tonight, 8/11/65, and 
memoranda prepared accordingly. The Director then will be advised as to the results 
and permission ^ill be requested to advise the White House regarding our inquiries.

After starting its investigation the Civil S ervice Commission found the 
FBI was already conducting an investigation, ^■■■fsaid that he had some diff iculty 
obtaining a copy of the FBI report so that a securifjMUearance could be issued but he 
was finally successful. 

The Chancellor case,^mH^^xplained, came up in pretty much the s am e 
way with his first information received from the press. He said he made routine inquiry 
of the FBI Liaison Agent to ascertain if an FBI investigation was being conducted. This 
was so that it would not be necessar^mMiim to request Civil Service Commission 
investigation. On August 6, 1965,^fBHBwas asked to expedite clearance for 

who wanted to leave for Germany in his new capacity on- August 11, 1965. 
flp^ivthen called the FBI to inquire when the report would be made available to 
fEe White House^n^h^^^bsenc^of the regula^naison Agent he was transferred 
to Special Agent^J|^J^HH^^|||^ He said^JHH^^told him he had no knowledge 
concerning the case but that if an in ve stigationjwa ^pein^c on ducted the results would be 
furnished to the White House. He furnished him no information other 

than this. Subsequently he contacted the regular Liaison Agent, 
and learned that the report was being furnished to the White House.
